PLAQUE. 



British India.— During the week ended June 17, 1899, there were 
62 plague deaths in the city of Bombay. In the presidency of Bombay 
the number was 380, against 336 in the previous week. Of these deaths 
22 occurred in the Belgaum district. At Kurrachee the number of deaths 
fell from 16 to 3. From other parts of India 50 plague deaths were 
reported, of which 11 occurred at Calcutta aud 24 in the city of Mysore.
